DCI noted that Communist shipping has increased. noted 

movement of coal via the rail line from China to NVN in the amount 
of 20, 000 tons --an amount which would require one entire week's 
capacity of the line.

DD/l noted the latest Task Force LOOKOUT report which includes 
information pertaining to a survey of photography of all areas of NVN 
in which SSM's might be installed. Gaps persist in the frequency of 
coverage.
